Tlie petitioners are the Wetzel Gas 
company, the Ohio Valley Gas com­ 
pany, the Wheeling Natural Gas com­ 
pany and the Tri-State Gas company 
Prices now charged 
for 
churches 
range from 15 to 22 cents and for 
schools the average is between 
12 
and 15 cents. 
The companies ask a 
flat rate of 23 cents for both churches 
and schools. 
Tlie 
Tri-State 
company furnishes 
gas to East Liverpool, Steubenville 
and other places; the W heeling com­ 
pany to Martins Ferry, Bellaire and 
Bridgeport, and the Ohio Valley com­ 
pany to East Liverpool and W ells 
ville.
